B o s t o n , Mass., April 27.—The death of 
Longfellow, the i>oet, has been closely 
followed by that of one of Ins most intl. 
mate associates, Kalph Waldo Emerson, 
a philosopher and a poet also. The latter 
event occurred at Mr. Emerson's residence 
in Concord, at 8:Tid o'clock this evening, 
after an illness, w hich began, as Longfel­ 
low’s did, from taking a cold, and result­ 
ed fatally iii almost the same leugth of 
time. The form of their illness, howev­ 
er, varied, that of Longfellow’ develop­ 
ing into inflammation of the bowels, aud 
that of Emerson into inflammation of the 
lungs, 
or 
pneumonia. 
The 
import of the illness in both cases was 
kept very quiet, aud as few’ knew of Mr. 
Longfellow's illness until near tho end, 
so not many heard of Mr. Emerson’s 
condition im ti I his case was considered 
very critical. 
Both of these men died at 
home, 
surrounded only by their family friends, 
and both passed painlessly from this life 
to the life hereafter. Had Mr. Emerson 
been a younger man he would doubtless 
have been able to throw off the attack 
on *his Mungs, 
which 
liually 
drew’ 
him to Ins <1 eath, for the disease only 
affected one lung, aud that so lightly that 
lie suffered very little during his illness, 
aud was not afflicted with a cough or 
difficulty in breathing. Ile liually died, 
not so much from the disease as from the 
slow exhaustion of his powers, and so 
quietly that there was almost no sign 
from him when the end came. His con­ 
dition had been so easy that it deceived 
even his physicians, who, up to a late 
hour this afternoon, was of the opinion 
that

was 
i u 
no 
immedi­ 
ate 
danger, 
although 
recog­ 
nizing the gravity of the situation and 
giving no hope of Ins recovery. His con­ 
dition this morning was about the same 
as yesterday, aud as there w as no evident 
change a burlier was sent for to shave 
him. On arriving, however, it was fouud 
by the barber that ne was too weak for 
the operation, aud it was given up. 
During a considerable part of Mr. Eui- 
ersou’s illness lie has I avn delirious, al­ 
though not violently so, and while recog­

place, ami

his importunities to be taken home. Ile 
has apparently not recognized his ap­ 
proach to death, but has gone down as 
calmly audjeasily as auy luau could do. 
Last evening he was rational aud con­ 
versed intelligently with a friend, but to­ 
day he has been delirious most of the 
tune, with occassional lucid periods.

few hours before his death he became 
iiucouHcious, and from sleep pussed into 
eternity.

Analysis of Coirs9 Milk. 
During the winter quarter of 1880, 
Analyses wero made of tho milk of forty- 
two cows kept at the Government Agri­ 
cultural Institution, Glasnevin, County 
Dublin, by Charles A. Cameron, M. D., 
Professor of Chemistry. 
H ie morning’s milk an i the evening’s 
milk of each cow were analyzed once, 
and an examination of the mixed milk of 
the forty-two cows was also made. 
Tho cows, it may be mentioned, wero 
good animals; they had from one to 
throe crosses of the shorthorn breed. 
They were iii the house during the 
l>eriod of the experiments. 
Their food 
consisted of a daily allowance of from 
eight to ten stones of pulped mangels 
aud turnips, and exhausted grain from 
the brewery, together with from one- 
half to l l stones of hay. 
They were, 
therefore, Liberally fed. 
In every instance the quantity of milk 
yielded in the morning exceeded the 
proportion furnished in the evening. In 
two instances the morning's supply was 
three times more abundant, and in very 
many cases twice as plentiful. 
Al**ut 
eight hours intervened between tile two 
milkings. 
, 
Thirty out of the forty-two cows gave 
richer milk iu the evening than iii the 
morning, and eleven cows gave richer 
milk in the morning than iii the even­ 
ing, while the remaining cow's milk was 
equally good at l>oth milkings. 
The 
average amount of solids in the morn­ 
ing’s milk was 13.20, aud the evening’s 
milk 13.74—a difference of 0.54 percent. 
The increase in the amount of solid mat­ 
ters in the evening’s milk was due chiefly 
to tile larger amount of fats contained 
in tho latter. 
The amount was 4.22 or 
0.4 per cent, over the proportion (3.M2 
per cent.) found in tho morning's milk. 
In the ease of the mixed milk of tho 
forty-two cows, that yielded in the even­ 
ing was richer by 0.50 per cent, of solid 
matter, including 0.44 lier cent, of fats. 
The results of the analyses of the milk 
of these forty-two cows show’ that the 
mixed milk of well-fed cows in houses, 
in the last quarter of the year, contains, 
when iHXirest—i. e.t in the morning— 
13.90 per cent, of solid mutter, includ­ 
ing 3.20 per cent. of fats. 
On the 2d of 
November the mixed milk of eight cows, 
which Im pelled to bein the same boil rn*, 
was analyzed. 
One hundred parts con­ 
tained : Total solid matters, 13.90 ju t 
cent.; solids, minus fats,* 9.75; fats, 
4.15; ash, 0.72. 
Tho Society of Public Analysts of 
Great Britain and ireland have ad o p ted , 
as-a standard for the poorest pure milk, 
9 per cent. of solids minus fats, aud 2.5 
per cent. of fats—a total of 11.5 i>er 
cent, of solids. 
There is little doubt 
that milk containing less than 11.5 ]>er 
cent, of solids is watered or skimmed. 
The mixed milk of IOO cows kept on 
tho dairy farm of Mr. E. M. Russell, 
Perry Square, was found to contain at 
the evening’s milking 13.85 i»er cent, of 
solids, including 4.00 per cent, of fats 
and 0.72 j>er cent. of ash. 
The solids, 
minus fats, were 9.25 per cent. 
Tho 
analysis was mado in March, 1881. 
I think the re is tho strongest proof 
that milk on tho average contains more 
tlian 13 per cont, of solid matters. 
Dur­ 
ing the last sixteen years I have exam- 
iued an immense number of specimens 
of this liquid, aud whenever I was cer­ 
tain that it was pure, I invariably found 
it to contain more than 12 i**r cent, of 
solids. I am quite satisfied that the 
milk of Dublin dairy herds contains 
from 13 to 15 i»er cent, of solids. 
As to tile method of analysis, ten 
grammes of milk were kept in a shallow* 
capsule in tile water bath at 212° F. 
until thoroughly desiccated ; the residue 
showed the amount of total solid mat­ 
ters. 
The ten grammes dried and pul­ 
verized, wero boiled in about eighty 
cubic centimeters of ether for several 
hours, an upright condenser being placed 
over the flask containing the other to 
prevent a waste of the latter. Tho ether 
containing tho milk fats in solution was 
filtered (a very small piece of filtering 
paper being used) into a light tarred 
flask. 
The ether was distilled off, and 
the last traces got rid of by passing a 
current of hot dry air through the flask 
The flask and its fatty

FORTY-THREE ELEVATORS. 


M in n e a p o l is, Minn., April 27.—To­ 
day negotiations were closed in this city 
whereby the control and a majority own­ 
ership of the forty-three grain elevators 
of Messrs. Barnes Sc Magill, of Fargo, lo­ 
cated at many different leading points 
along the Northern Pacific railroad and 
branches in Minnesota aud Northern Da­ 
kota, were transferred to the Minneapo­ 
lis Millers’ Association. Mr. Barnes sells 
his entire interest to tfie association, 
while Magill retains a minority owner­ 
ship. This system of elevators handles 
the bulk of tile wheat crop of the Red 
River Valley and along tho Northern Pa­

Industries of Nor war and Sweden* 
Although in Norway aud Sweden there 
are many mines and mills, most of the 
people* gam their living either out of the 
soil or the sea. 
The farmer in either 
country is a marvel of industry aud 
thrift; he would live upon what an Amer­ 
ican farmer wastes, and live more eom- 
1 fortahly than our farming population do 
J as a nile. 
The amount of laltor per­ 
formed at the special dairy-farms, to 
I which cattle are driven in summer, gen- 
| ermllv by girls, would horrify a Western 
| maiden; hut the Swedish aud Norwegian 
girls thrive on it, enjoying rare good 
health, and consequent happiness. 
Still 
more exacting is the home care of cattle 
in winter, when much of the food must 
lie 
specially 
prepared. 
On 
some 
soil here that would la1 comte mined as 
good for nothing, fair crops are grown 
and harvested in the short summer, 
while iii the southern provinces the yield 
is equal to that of model farms in 
America. 
Tile maritime statistics of the two 
countries, aud of Norway in particular, 
are simply staggering. 
Last year more 
than a thousand Norwegian vessels en­ 
tered the i*ort of New York, aud seven 
times as many were busy elsewhere. 
More than sixty i nounal] J sailors man 
these vessels, ami yet Norwegian sailors 
are Humorous iii the merchant navy of 
almost every other country. 
AI lout a 
hundred and twenty thousand Norwe­ 
gians are engaged in the fisheries. 
The 
author minutely descrilies the great fish­ 
ing stations of Norway, and here, as 
elsewhere, is struck by the attention 
I paid by the government to all its re­ 
sources. 
Every fishing station has a 
superintendent, appointed by the gov- 
! eminent, and tile date of l>egmning the 
season's work, the time of starting out 
for the day, and even the places in which 
the ti.sh are prepared for market, are de 
termined by him; but the ollicer’s duties 
seem to consist principally in preventing 
confusion or bad feeling. 
No liquor is 
sold at fishing stations, and yet the men, 
who are directly in the path of all tho 
“American weather” that crosses the 
Atlantic, are a remarkably healthy and 
vigorous set of fellows; they wear good 
clothes, too, which is not done by fisher­ 
men in general. 
To their abstemious­ 
ness must lie attributed the lack of 
strife; during a long visit to the fishing 
stations the author saw no fighting, and 
did not hear a single oath. 
No fishing 
is permitted on Sunday. 
Drunkenness 
and profanity are rare everywhere in 
Scandinavia; there seems to be abso­ 
lutely no idle, non-producing, danger 
•us class, such as is the main-stay of 
vice in every other European country. 
At fairs and feasts there is a great deal 
of drinking, but the jicriod is brief, and 
the fun never culminates in fighting.'

Funeral of the First President Hilo Died 
in Office. 
Daring the illness of President Harri­ 
son, there were no telegraphic bulletins; 
the telegraph was then but a philosophic 
experiment; five years were yet to pass 
before the first practical wire should be 
laid. 
Railroads were but ten years] old; 
anoli a trip as was planned and execut­ 
ed for Garfield woald have been, in 
Harrison's time, 
wholly 
impossible. 
Mail communication was not one-third 
whit it now is. 
There were but twenty- 
six States. Tile nation scarcely exceed­ 
ed seventeen millions. 
Yet the sorrow 
was as sincere and the tokens as earnest 
and cordial as those that are now wit­ 
nessed. 
The shock to the country was 
heightened by the fact that Harrison 
was the first President who had died in 
office. The wheels of government had 
revolved for fifty years without this 
check. Tile people were unprepared for 
tho event, and were uncertain—nay, 
anxious—as to its consequences. They 
had not the assurance we enjoy that the 
political system would I lear the strain. 
As now, so then, everywhere were seen 
demonstrations of tile national grief. 
In Washington city 
nearly every 
building bore tokens; the public build­ 
ings were shrouded, the elegant dwel­ 
lings were heavily draped—even the 
lowliest abodes bore some inexpensive 
badges. 
Business was suspended. The 
pageant was, for that era, very ceremo­ 
nious. 
The procession was two miles in 
length, and comprised the United States 
troops stationed in and near Washing­ 
ton, with many regiments from other 
cities under the general command of 
Winfield Scott, beside numerous civic 
societies and a vast body of civilians. It 
was marshalled by officers in mourning. 
The remains of the deceased President J 
were laid temporarily in the Congree- j 
aional burying-ground, the baria! ser­ 
vice of the Episcopal church being read 
by Rev. Mr. Hawley, and military sa- j 
lutes fired. The car on which the coffin 
\ 
was borne from the cemetery is described j 
in ootemporaneous accounts as a splen­ 
did one, decorated with black plumes J 
and drawn by six white horses. 
In July 
following the remains were transferred j 
to their permanent resting-place near I 
North Bend, upon a beautiful knoll ris­ 
ing two hundred feet above the Ohio 
river.

Any danger of falling into a cre- 
I vmssc is avoided by the party being tied 
together, ami a precipice is brought with­ 
in reach «♦! the average tourist by a rojie 
ladder.

I tirely a new one, there i® really little 
danger to encounter.

mountaineer climbs for pastime and ap­ 
plause, and fie must lie a spiritless cai ti IT 
indeed w h o knows not the zest which 
such danger as the usual, but now aud 
then inevitable, avalanche imparts to 
what is * *iie of th** tamest of sports, 
the 
All ane . bi.ib« r, it is true, sometimes sets 
up claim" to be reckoned among the 
pioneers of science. 
He now’ aud then 
prints a dull drawing-room liook, with

Unwholesome Food.—I>r. N. <.h*orge, 
professor of rural hygiene at the Agro­ 
nomical Institute in Paris, makes some 
suggestions in regard to unwholesome 
food which seem to be deserving of con­ 
sideration. 
He calls particular atten­ 
tion to the danger of using fresh milk 
from cows showing any signs of india- I 
position. 
In such cases it is by no j 
means necessary to w'astc the milk; all 
that is essential to render it entirely 
harmless Is that it be boiled liefore us- j 
ing. 
The danger attending the skin­ 
ning or cutting up of a diseased animal J 
is another point worthy oi attention, j 
and, although he regards thorough j 
cooking as a great preservative iii the 
case of animals diseased at the time of 
death, he strongly recommends an early I 
i burial in a grave of considerable depth 
| as the safest disposal of the flesh of all 
I animals seriously disease!. 
This course I 
I precludes the possibility of ill effects, I 
often very serious, disseminated by tile j 
flies and other insects, which ore surd 
I to convey, to a greater or less ex- j 
tent, 
the contagious principle. 
HL* j 
recommendation that all 
kinds

meat should be thoroughly cooked, in ; 
the interest of health, would probably j 
be throw n away ujkiu the numerous class 
of rare-beef eaters, so common in this 1 
country and England. 
He also depre­ 
cates the habit so common among lovers 
of game of keeping the meat too long 
before eating, until it is w hat we com­ 
monly call “ high.” Another point to 
which he directs attention, and one 
which would probably occur to few if 
any of our readers, is the poisonous in- 1 
fluence of wood w hich lias been painted, ! 
in the cooking of victuals, and he states j 
that in Paris the use of pain Uh I woo* I as I 
fuel, by bakers or pastry cooks, for the : 
purpose of heating their hake ovens, is 
forbidden by a police regulation. 
Ho ; 
cites a case w here a large number of 
persons were poisoned, though happily 
not fatally, by the use of bread baked 
in an oven so heated. 
The immediate 
cause of this poison was alleged to lie 
the sugar of lead contained in the [taint. 
He concludes with a caution against the 
use of any fool where mold has set in 
and particularly deprecates the use of 
musty flour, and also the too common 
practice of eating fruits or vegetables 
not properly ripened, especially early 
potatoes.

The schools of tho city closed to-day 
which ends the school year proper, anti 
during the next two weeks there will be 
a vacation. The last day of school is an 
jmportant event to quite a number, not 
only to the scholars, but to their relatives 
and friends. It is a time when those who 
have been studious and have succeeded 
in passing an examination, are promoted 
from one room to another; and this little 
event, though seemingly unimportant to 
many, is a signal triumph for the little 
girls and boys who are urging their way 
through the schools. 
But the crowning event in the school- 
life of twenty-three young ladies and 
gentlemen was their graduation from the 
High School to-day.

Not that we expect to overwhelm you 
with bursts of eloquence, enrapture you 
with the marvelous beauty of our ideas 
and expressions, or surprise you with our 
depth of thought; but to such a feast as 
we have prepared, we bid you every wel 
come. 
In behalf of the classes yet to come, 
we, departing, would say,—let them be 
enabled to welcome you more frequently 
than we have been, and let your interest 
in their progress manifest itself in some­ 
thing more encouraging than annual vis­ 
its. 
Such occasions as the present have 
been well called commencement, though 
it seems to us now, the end. 
It is, however, the commencement of 
new aims, new duties and responsibilities, 
of an entirely new period in our lives. 
And we trust that it may not be w ith us, 
as one has disparmgly predicted,—“They 
may be heroes, but they are only heroes 
for an boar;” but that we may be heroes 
in all we undertake.

“Never despair,” was the theme of this 
excellent oration. It told that the great­ 
est heroes of history, the men who have 
stirred the world, have risen to this high 
rank by persevering—never despairing. 
Demosthenes, Socrates, Cicero, Alexan­ 
der the Great, Napoleon, and Washing­ 
ton, were cited to show what indefatiga- 
ble exertion had accomplished. The most 
distinguished men of this country gained 
prominence and power by never despair­ 
ing, bat always pursuing. X ii lFtper- 
andum bad given the world many grand 
characters from whose lives much could 
be learned. The young were urged to a 
higher life “approaching nearer and near­ 
er into (he ideal of a perfect character, 
that fairest gem found not on earth, 
whose beauty will shine forth as the stars, 
whose glory be measured by the sun.” 


CONCENTRATION 
OF 
EFFORT— ALICE 
F. 
WRIGHT. 
Admirably did Miss Wright show the 
necessity of training the mind, in other 
words, of bending the energies in one 
direction instead of scattering the forces 
and accomplishing nothing. Scattered 
efforts yield but little good, but concen­ 
trated effort wins success. No man has 
made his msrk who had not some con­ 
trolling passion, who did not concentrate 
his powers. She gave au apt illustration 
—the advice of Dr. Blair to Boswell. 
Boswell, in his youth, when in the pit of 


After stating that Italy is the grand 
school iii which the principles of sculp­ 
ture, as recognized in modem times, may 
be acquired, brief mention was made of 
some of the master-pieces fin this depart­ 
ment of art, and especially of the “Lao- 
coou” now in the Vatican, at Borne. The 
object of the essay was to impress upon 
the mind the importance of fashioning 
our own lives as the sculptor fashions the 
beautiful statuary out of the rough mar­ 
ble. Every mother is a sculptor, iugrav- 
ing lines on a tablet that will endure for 
ages. The teacher is likewise a sculptor 
and upon him rests great responsibilities. 
A higher life was urged that our life-work 
may stand at last accepted of Him, “who 
doeth all things well ” 


WHAT NEXT?— ROSE ll. HATHORN. 
Miss Hathorn gave a very timely paper 
on some of the follies of life, and showed 
in what paths true success lies. “What 
next?” is an all-important question to 
every young man aud woman. An un­ 
wise choice as to profession or occupa­ 
tion, hinders success, and life becomes an 
ignominious failure. Taste and adapta­ 
tion must largely determine a happy 
choice in regard to the next step to be 
taken. The temptations in business life 
were pointed out, aud the spirit of chauee 
deprecated. It was asserted that it was 
a popular opinion that girls have no par­ 
ticular aim in life other than to make a 
brilliant appearance in society, that school- 
life was dull and its duties wearisome. 
The essay contained many valuable sug­ 
gestions as to w hat step should lie taken 
to make life successful, and the e n d - 
eternal peace. 


ACCIDENTAL DISCOVERIES—GAY GLASS. 
In discussing this subject, Miss Glass 
showed in a very interesting way, that 
many of the great discoveries were the 
resuit cf accident rather thau of long 
study aud experiment—that important 
inventions were stumbled upon—after 
other means had failed. Galileo aud the 
lamp, and Newton and the falling apple, 
were used to illustrate aud prove the po­ 
sition the essayist had taken. In conclud­ 
ing lier instructive paper, she sa:d. “It is a 
mortifying fact that should teach the 
wisest of us humility, that many of the 
most important discoveries in the field 
of science, have been the result of chance 
rather than contemplation, of accident 
rather than of design.” 


ELEMENTS OF SUCCESS—HARRY OLESON. 
Au oration like this could hardly fail to 
make a valuable impression on the mind 
of all who heard it. It gave many strik­ 
ing instances of poor boys rising to prom­ 
inence, wealth aud fame because they un­ 
derstood the elements of success. They 
took advantage of little opportunities, aud 
at last became men who rilled cities aud 
gullied nations. Poverty, is sometimes 
an important stimulus to industry, and it 
may be set down as one of the essential 
conditions of success in life; aud as a 
rule, the man who is the most successful 
in business begins the world in his 
shirtsleeves. 
While all may not rise 
equally in the scale of applause, yet in­ 
dustry, properly directed, rarely fails of 
success. 


A VIEW OF NATURE’S WORKSHOP—M IN NTE 


DRUMMOND.
